ALASKA SEMI-CENTENNIAL.

Fifty years ago the I/nited States 


bought Alaska from Russia which 
had held it by right of discovery for 
nearly 300 years.

sian maps of the Alaskan coast dat- 
ing as far back as 1.1T9, though the 
first 
Russian settlement was not 


made until 17S3. In 1S25. the boun- 
dary between Russian and British 
territory was defined by treaty and 
'Russia sold the territoiy. in the pos- 
session of which she vas thus secur- 
ed, to the United States in 1867, for 
$7.200.000, less than one-third of 
the amount paid to Denmark the oth- 
er day. for three little islands in the 
West Indies. 


Secretary of State Seward was the 


chief advocate of the purchase, and 
it has been generally supposed that 
he took that attitude because he for- 
saw the great value of Alaska to this 
country. But that is not likely. He 
had no means of knowing the hidden 
resources of the territory, and it is 
far more probable that the purchase 
was a political 
maneuver 
against 


Great Britain. 
The colonies of the 


Dominion were then small, but prom- 
ising, and Seward conceived the no- 
tion of blocking the British progress 
to the Pacific.

their title from the first emperor,— 
our old friend of school-boy days— 
Julius Caesar. 
Yrhen Chariemagn 


founded the Holy Roman Empire and 
was crowned emperor, he took the 
name of Caesar, or in the Prankish 
form 
Kaiser. 
When the modern 


German Empire was established in 
1871, the German emperor, William 
I, grandfather of the present Kaiser 
took the same title—Kaiser. 


Similarly the rulers of the eastern 


empire at Constantinople, successors 
to the old Roman 
empire, 
called 


themselves 
Caesar. 
Every 
pettv 


chieftain or prince in the territorj 
surrounding the eastern empire, cop~- 
ied the custom and called himself 
Caesar or Czar. 
In the 
course 
ol 


time, however, the greatest of these 
the Czar of Muskovy, conquered the 
other Czars until he was the sole, or 
practically the sole ruler called Czar. 
However, the King of Bulgaria, when 
a few years ago he 
had 
himself 


crowned as King, took the title Czar. 


The Encyclopaedia Britannica tells 


us that, while Czar is "the title com- 
monly given both abroad and in Rus- 
sia." his official title is "Emperor 
and Autocrat." The title White Czar 
or Great White Czar, the Britannica 
further tells us. also applied to the 
Russian Emperor and. "commonly 
quoted as though it had a poetic and 
mystic meaning, is a translation of a 
Mongol word meaning independent: 
that is free from all obligation or 
personal service."

Markets 


Hasten Germination by Soaking the 


Seed* In Warm Water and Try Put- 
ting th* Seeds In a Pit That Has 
Been Well Fertilized. 


[Prepared by Kansas State Agricultural 


College.] 


XOTT Is the time to plant the sweet 


peas. These flowers are easily grown 
if the soil Is properly prepared and 
good seed is •used, according to il. F. 
Ahearn, professor of landscape gar- 
dening in the Kansas State Agricultur- 
al college. 


"Germination may be hastened by 


soaking the seeds in warm water be- 
fore planting,4' said Professor Ahearn. 
"The trench method is considered the 
most successful way of planting. The 
trench should be from sis to eight inch- 
es deep and a foot wide. The bottom 
of the trench should be turned and 
well rotted manure worked into it 
Firm the soil and plant the seeds in 
the bottom of the trench in two rows 
sis inches apart, one seed to an inch 
in the row. 


"The pit should be left open until the 


plants appear and filled gradually as 
they groTT. This encourages the de- 
velopment of long roots and gives the 
plant the ability to withstand the hot 
snmnier mouths. 
If the iveather is 


cold when the plants first appear the 
pit should be partly filled with dry 
leaves to protect them until the warm 
•weather. Thin the plants to a dis- 
tance of three inches. 


"A trellis should be provided for the 


fines. It may be made of wire net- 
ting, crossbars being nailed between 
the uprights for support A netting 
that sags causes injury to the vines 
and Is unsightly. The trellis should be 
from four to sli feet high. The tips 
of the vines should be clipped when 
th«y attain a height of sis feet. More 
blooms TviU follow each picking."
